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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that "it would have been clear to one of skill in the art of semiconductor device fabrication that regardless of whether 
this device was made by impurity diffusion or ion implantation, the initial wafer thickenss would be 220 microns". However, Akiyama 
does not disclose the initial wafer thickness is 220 microns. The methods Applicant describes are not the only ways the device of 
Akiyama can be fabricated. The devcie can also be made by growing epitaxial layers on a base substrate. Figure 1a of Akiyama 
deliberately shows a straight line separating the N+/P+ regions from the N- drift region. This would indicate that the N- region is a 
separate and distinct layer from the N+/P+ region. Therefore, the regions are not all formed from the same wafer and there is no reason 
why altering the thickness of one region would affect the other. Applicant further argues that "it is clear that Tanaka does not indicate or 
suggest that the thickness of a wafer is a "result effective variable". However, it is not required that the reference teach the variable being 
modified is a result effective variable. The thickness of a substrate can be considered a result effective variable at least in the sense that 
a smaller substrate means a smaller device.
